INTERESTING LECTURE 
CIVEN 

BY OR. WELSH ON DOUBT 

Its Function in Man's Dev- 
elopment Ably Set Forth 
in First of a Series of 
Sunday Afternoon 
Discussions at 
the Hall 

The first of a series of weekly dis- 
cussion— club meetings— under the 
leadership of Dr. Welsh, wnB held In 
Strnthcona Hall, yesterday after- 
noon. It was an occasion worthy of 
larger attendance than it received, 
but to those who were present- 
about fifty in number— it was so ex- 
tremely interesting and instructive 
that its popularity is sure in the fu- 
ture to remedy this fault of slight 
attendance. 

The purpose of the club is to dis- 
cover and discuss confidentially the 
question and doubts concerning 
things theological that arise in the 
minds of thinking men of this day. 

Free discussion is invited, and all 
^testions at all pertinent or relèvent 
to the subject Under discussion will 
receive careful consideration. 

Dr. Welsh, professor of Philosophy 
of Religions in the t'nion of Theolog- 
ical Colleges in this city, opened the 
discussion with a very scholarly and 
comprehensive nnnlysis of the origin 
of doubt and it function in the duel 
point of evolution of the Christian 
man of thought. 

The tendnncy and longing on the 
part of the human mind to cling to 
things of the past, to the faith of 
our fathers, was Illustrated by a 
quotation from Alfred Moyes: but a 
it was pointed out by Dr. Welsh, 
thnt t we cannot go back to old faith 
— that is retrogression — we must al- 
ways advance but if we retain our 
vision anil faith wo will discover 
that the new is but the old in a 
ology and the sciences in which be 
pointed out that the former can not 
be proved .so readily as the latter, 
because it- is general and not partic- 
ular, he passed on to his analysis of 
doubt.

There ard lew national institutions 

of more value ami interest to the 

country than the Royal Military Col- 
lege 61 Canada, Notwithstanding 
this, its object and the work it is 
accomplishing are not sufficiently 
understood by the general public, 

The College is a Government insti- 
tution designed primarily for the 
purpose of giving instruction in all 
branches of military science to olll- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant nnd Military in- 
structors are all olticers on tho ac- 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there iB in ad- 
dition a complete staff of professors 
for the civil subjects which form such 
an important part of the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
a strictly military basis the cadets 
receive practical and scientific train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil En- 
gineering, Surveying, PhyRics, Chem- 
istry, French nnd English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the Colloge is one of the most val- 
uable features of the course, and, in 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor exer- 
cise of nil kinds, ensures health and 
excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force arc offered annually. 

The diploma of graduates is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as a 
U.A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years, in three terms of 9j months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in- 
cluding board, uniform, instructional 
material, and all extras, is about 
$800. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, at 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts. 

For full particulars regarding this 
examination, and for any other in- 
formation, application should be 
made to the Secretary of the Militia 
Council, Ottawa, Ont., or to the 
Commandant, Royal Military College 
Kingston. Ont.

and grey iron foundries, the Erog- 
Shop nnd the Power House. 



Unfortunately,, it being the regular 
half-holiday the shops were not all 
in full operation, but in spite of this 
o splendid idea of the. work done and 
of the onormousness of these shops 
was gained. 

The Locomotive Shops, with its 
dilTerent sections, the Machine, the 
Plate, the Tank, the Flange, the Boil 
er and the erecting Shops, was gone 
over in detail. Huge locomotives in 
all stages of construction and repair 
were seen, and one party reached the 
flange shops just in time to see the 
furnaces opened und huge disc of 
boiler plate Hanged into a tube-sheet. 

In the Frog-Shops, switches nnd 
switch stands were seen in all stages 
of construction, and one very inter- 
esting machine, a large hammer, 
worked by compressed air, was ob- 
served. 

In the wheel foundry, everything 
was found ready to make a pour, for 
there were rows and rows of moulds 
just completed. 

In the Grey Iron Foundry tbo pout- 
ing was in progress, and amongst all 
the smoke nnd dust, the grimy fig- 
ures of the moulders darting here 
and there with ladels of molten iron
